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DAY MARCH IN PARIS 


'Allied Troops Stage Spectacular Parade Before Huge 


Crowd—Pershing and Other American 


Generals in Line.

Paris, 
July 
14.—The triumphal 


march of allied and American troops 
through Paris began at 8 o'clock this 
morning. The weather was brilliant, 
being more like October, than mid- 
summer. 


. 1,000 WOUNDED LEAD PARADE 


A thousand wounded soldiers with 


crutches or In wheel chairs and clad, 
for th» most part, in civilian clothes 
led' the parade, being preceded by a 
drum corps. 
Guns began firing at 


minute intervals as President Foin- 
care placed a wreath at tha foot of 
Cenotaph a; the Arc d' Triomphe this 
morning. This empty casket, placed 
[there In memory of the allied dead 
I was also decorated by other wreaths. 
Ithese being placed by Premier Clem- 
l^.ceau, a French soldier, a French 
Bailor, an Alsatlon girl, a girl from 
(Lorraine and Colonel Edmund Groh 
This last wreath was in memory of 
seventy-two members of the Lafay- 
ette escadrtlle, who lost their Ihes 
during the war. 


FOCH IN LINE. 


Marshal Joffre, the victor of the 


first battle of the Marne, passed 
under tha Arc d' Triomphe at 8.45 
o'clock.. He rode alone. 
Behind him 


came Marshal Foch. the comraander- 
In-chlef of the allied forces during 
the final campaign of the conflict. A 
storm of applause arose from 
the 


vast throng as the 
two 
marshals 


passed the 
president's 
stand and 


moved down the brilliant avenue. 


General John J. Pershing, with » 


number of American generals, came 
next In line ai.u was received with 
equal enthusiasm.

association opposed to woman suf- 
frage announced Sunday that it had 
set out to obtain the defeat of the 
woman 
suffrage 
amendment by at 


least 13 states and issued an open 
challenge to William Jennings Bryan 
to proie 
statements that he was 


quoted as making in an address at 
Montgomery, Ala., that ratification of 
the federal woman suffrage amend- 
ment would be a "sure guarantee of 
continued and 
lasting 
peace" 
and 


that 'the forces of evil are lined 
up against the ballot for woryen." 


In answer to the first statement 


by Mr. Bryan the association declared 
that Germany had been given "great 
consolation" by the woman'* interna- 
tional congress at Zurich, attended 
by a number of American suffrage 
advocates.

ITALY KEEPS ARMY 


OF TWO MILLION 


(Correspondence of AuoclaUd Press.) 
Rome, June U—Nearly J.800,000 sol- 


diers of the Italian army have been 
demobilized since the signing of the 
armistice, according to a statement 
just . Issued by 
the 
government 


through the Stefanl agenty. Of this 
number there were 225 general of- 
ficers; 75,000 officer* of the staff and 
line, and' 1,700,000 enlisted men. The 
latter comprised all tho men of the 
classes between thirty and forty-five 
years of age and men of the remain- 
ing 'classes who were released for 
special reasons.

Three Adverse Resolutions 


on Negotiations Re- 
ported in Committee. 


Washington, July 14.—The Senate 


Foreign Relation* committee, begin- 
ning consideration today of the peace 
tseaty, reported three minor resolu- 
tions bearing on the Versailles nego- 
tiations but took no action on the 
question of asking President Wilson 
to take part In commute descusslon 
of the treatj. 


THE RESOLUTION. 


The resolution reported would call 


upon the president and the state de- 
partment for information regarding 
alleged secret treaty between Japan 
and Germany; regarding a protest 
said to have been made by General 
Bliss, Secretary Lansing and Henry 
White against the Slmntung settle- 
ment; why Costa Rica "was not per- 
mitted" to sign the peace treaty. 


Members of the foreign 
relations 


committee said practically all of the 
two hours' meeting was taken up 
with consideration of these resolu- 
tions, and that there was no discus- 
sion as to Inviting the president 
to 


meet with the commitee or 
of 
the 


proposal to separately consider the 
peace terms and the league of na- 
tions covenant. Detailed discussions 
of the treaty probably will 
begin 


when the committee meets again to- 
morrow. 


SWANSON OPENED DEBATE. 


Immediately after the committee 


adjourned debate on actual ratifica- 
tion of the treaty began In the senate, 
Senator Swanson, of Virginia, a Dem- 
ocratic members of 
the 
committee, 


opening with a speech praising-the 
league covenant ag the only poslble 
plan for preserving world tranquil- 
ity. 


LAFOLLBTTE'S RESOLUTION. 


All of the resolutions reported by 


the committee were amended. In mi- 
nor particulars. 
That regarding the 


alleged Japanese-German treaty, In- 
troduced by Chairman Lodge, and that 
relating to Costa Rica, Introduced by 
Senator LaFollette, Republican, Wls- 
comiln, were reported without record 
votes. 


The Shantung 
resolution, 
Intro- 


duced by Senator Borah, Republican, 
of Idaho, was reported by a vote of 
9 to 3, all the Democratic members 
present opposing It, and tl» Republi- 
cans, Including Senator McTumber, 
North Dakota, voting for It. 


Senator 
Johnson, 
Republican of 


California, offered a resolution In th« 
committee requesting that copies of 
all documents connected with nego- 
tiation of the treaty be submitted to 
the committee. 


While the committee was In ses- 


sion. President Wilson discussed var- 
ious phases of the treaty, particularly 
the Shantung settlement, with sena- 
tors who called at the White House. 
On this point It was said the presi- 
dent pointed out that necessarily the 
American peace commissioners could 
not Impose their complete will on 
the peace conference and were com- 
pelled to accept some things In the 
treaty which they personally disap- 
proved. 
The president also wa* «ald 


to have explained that consideration 
had to be given the treaty between 
the allies and Japan, made before the 
United States entered the war, by 
which the material German Interest? 
In Shantung were pledged to Japan. 


The president was said to have told 


his visitors that the treaty did not 
give Japan any 
political rights 
In 


Shantung and In Klao-Chau, but only 
economic rights which would term- 
inate In 60 or 70 years. 


Japan's delegates at Versailles, the 


president was said to have told his 
callers, were Instructed not to sign 
the treaty unless the Japan-allied 
treaty provisions regarding shantung 
were adhered to. 


The president also was represented 


as having expressed the view that It 
was expedient to yield on Shantung 
In order to have Japan as a member 
of the league of nations. 


SENATOR SWANSON TALKS, 


Washington, July 14.—Praising the 


league of nations covenant as "one of 
the world's greatest documents,", Sen- 
ator Swanson of Virginia, a Demo- 
cratic member of the foreign rela- 
tions committee, told the senate to- 
day that If the United States rejected 
the league, It "would mean that she 
would skulk In the greatest 
world 


crisis that ever occurred." 


ANSWERS CRITICISM. 


The speaker defended the league 


against the objections that It would 
sacrifice sovereignty and American 
traditions, and asserted that on the 
contrary. It would result In Immense 
material gain In protecting Ameri- 
can Integrity and 
preventing war. 


He declared It would not create a 
super-government. Involve objection- 
able obligations nor Invalidate the 
Monroe doctrine. 


Pointing out that 
the war had 


shaken the jioclal order to Its foun- 
dation, the Virginia, senator said It 
was the paramount obligation of re- 
sponsible statesmen to prevent an- 
other such 
conflagration, 
which 


would return the world 'to the rule 
of brute force and barbarism of the 
dark ages." 


"The 
covenant of the league has 


been assailed from two opposite 
sources," he continued, "the league 
will neither be a superstate nor sov- 
ereign, nor a helpless, powerless as- 
sociation of nation*. The Instrument

This Is looked upon 
aa the first step toward the predic- 
tion by Viscount Northcllffe that a 
quick interchange of New York and 
London newspapers and photographs

The photographs brought by the

taken from an American airship as 
the British dirigible first approached 
Mineola and a snapshot of the first 
knockdown In the Willard-Dempsey 
fight at Toledo.
